He arrived in the Camp before Keyſerwaert the 21th of 
May, and the night following the'Frenches were apened. 
The 22th. two new Batteries were begun, the_Belieged 
fired very furiouſly, which ſomewhat hindered our work :

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The 23th. In the Afternoon, the Governor Monſieur 


Marcognet, finding the German Soldiers of the Gariſon 
inclined to capitulate, beat a Parley, and the next Morning 


| the Capitulation was ſigned, by which it was agreed, That 


one of the Gates ſhould be immediately delivered up; 
That. all the French Officers and Soldiers: ſhould march 
out the day following, with Arms and Baggage, Drums 
beating, Colours Flying, &c. and be conducted to Luxe: 
burg, having fifty Waggons allowed for their Baggage ; 
bit that the Germans of the Gariſon ſhould be at liberty 
to retire, with their Baggage, whither they pleaſe, andito 
enter into the Service of any of the Confederates, - but not 
to continue any longer in the French Service. 

The 27th, The Governor march'd out with 150 French 
Soldiers towards Laxemburg, the Germans, about 5co, be. 
ing at-liberty to retire where they pleaſed, according to 
the Capitulation. — ets | | 

There was found in the- place a great Sum of Money, 
amounting to above 8ocoo Crowns, Which had been 
raiſcd by -Cantributions, 2000 whereof, the Governor was 
permitted to take with him, the reſt; being left to the 
diſpoſal of the EleQor of Branden{wrg.

The 17th, the Brandenburgers carried 0n their Tren- 
ches 200 Paces, with the loſs ;of fix Men killed. and: ſe- 
ven wounded ; and. the Holanders and Muynſtertans ti- 
niſthed a Redoubt at the. Head of their Trenches, Ge- -. 
neral Durevaldt arrived; in the Camp with a Regiment 
of I:nperial Dragoons, and with, the News, That a ſtrong 
B 2 - +5; -- Detach: 
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Detachment of [wperia/ifts and Lanenburgers were coming 
to our aſſiſtance. 

- The 18zbþ his Ele&oral Highneſs went to viſit the 
Queen of Spaiz at Siburg, and four Companies of VNex- 
burgers arrived here from Cologye, The fame day we 
Fired three Salvo's with our Cannon, for the great Vita- 
ry obtained by Prince Lewjs of Bader againſt the Twks, 
The night following the Dutch advanced their Trenches 
150 Paces, and had one Man killed and eleven wounded. 
And the Braxdexburgers raiſed ſome Works to cover 
them from the Enemy's Shot, that were Poſted in an 
Out-work at ſome diſtance from the Counterſcarp, with 
the loſs of ſeveral Men killed and wounded. 

The 19th, whilſt we were bufied in planting ſeveral 
Pieces of Cannon and Mortars on a new Battery, the 
Enemy made a ſtrong Sally 3 but after a ſharp Skirmiſh 
they were beaten back, and we 6niſhed our Battery, the 
Cannon play'd very fiercely on both ſides, and in the 
Night we beat the Enemy out of fome of their Out- 
works, and purſued them to the Palliſado's, taking a- 
bout 100 Priſoners. | | 


The 20th we. continued our approaches at both At- 
tacks. - | | 


The 21/# the Braxderburgers took the Out-work be- 


fore mentioned; and then we made a Line of Communi- 
cation between. the two Attacks. We loſt that night 
ſeveral Men. | 

The 224 General Barfivs was diſcharged from his Con- 
finement, and we began to place the Cannon on our new 
Batteries. 'There arrived in the-Camp part of the Im- 
perial Infantry ſrom Mexiz, We were advanced fo near 
to the Counterſcarp, ' that the Enemy could not any 
_ annoy us with their Cannon, and we began to 
raiſe ſix new Batteries of fix half Cannon, each to 
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The 23d the EleQor of Brandenburg ſent to the 
Count d? 4!sfeld, to know for the laſt time, whether 
he would accept of the Conditions that tad been offer- 
ed him, but his Anſwer was the ſame he had given ſome 
days before. | | 

The 24th the Duke of Lorraine arrived with the 
Imperial Cavalry, and was entertained the next day 
by his Ele&oral Highneſs at his Quarters on the Cruyſ- 

erg. 

The 25th a Deſerter reported , That the night before 
two Captains and fifteen Soldiers were killed in the 
Town, and that the Garriſon grew diſcontented, by 
reaſon .of their being put on Duty every other 
day. | ; alan. 

The 26h a Detachment of the Troops of Hanover, 
and the Landtgrave of _Heſſen . Caſſel, arrived in the 
Camp. The Succours that came to us from Meats a- 
mount to 11000 Foot and 4000 Horie. ' They did bring 
with them 20 Pieces of Cannon, and our whole Ar- 
tillery did confift of 250 Pieces, beſides Mortarss We 
carried on our Works with good ſucceſs, and our new 
Batteries were almoſt finiſhed. The Imperialiſts poſt- 
ed themſelves between the Crzysberg and the Rhize, and 
began a third Attack againſt the Town, with the loſs of 
ſixteen Men killed and wounded... a, ; 

The 27th they carried on their Trenches, and 

The 28th they advanced them within 120 Paces- of a 
Horn-work, having had theſe two Nights 100 Men kil- 
led and wounded. They were bufied in "3g a Bat- 
tery of twelve Pieces of Cannon againſt the ſaid Horn- 
work, and the new Batteries at the Brandezburs and 
Munſter Attacks were almoſt finiſhed. 
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The 29th the Prince of Haxover arrived in our Camp 


with ſome Troops. | - 
The 30th the Imperialiſts began another Attack, and 
they advanced very near to a Horn- work. The ſame 
night the Cannon, - that were planted on the new 
Batteries, began to_ Fire upon the Town. The ſame 
day we had the following Account of an Adtion be- 
-ween a Party of the Troops of the Confederates, and 
. the French of Philipsburg, Two Regiments of Huſ- 
ſars. bcing  Quartered | at Srirzheim , a Detachment 
of Six hundred Men -was ſent towards -Philipsburg, 
They Poſted themſelves in a Neighbouring Wood, ex- 
cept Thirty, who advanced very near to the Place, and 
notwithftanding the Fire of their Cannon , brought 
away -the Cattel, that was feeding there. The French 
thereupon Sallied out, and being drawn by our Men as 
far as the Wood, were rote». Ir by the Huſſars, who 
killed three hundered of them, and took ſeveral Priſo- 
ners; .and having on their ſide loſt but four Men, re- 
turned to their Quarters with three hundred Head of 
great Cattel and five hundred Sheep, which they had 
taken from the Enemy. Their Principal Priſoners, were 
Monſieur &@* Erjga! Firſt Captain, and who did the Du- 
ty of Lieutenant Colonel of the Regiment of 4uvergne, 
Monſieur de” Four Major of the Place, and Captain in the 
Regiment of Normandy, Monfieur de Conrſel Captain of 
Fuſfiliers ; Monſieur Vande! Lieutenant of Fuſeiers, and 
ſeveral others cf the ſame Rank. | 
| The 1/t of OFober the Brandenburgers battered the 
Place with Forty two whole: and half Cannon, .and 
made great Breaches in the Walls, and at the Datch and 
Munſter Attack the Cannon play'd likewiſe. without in- 
termiſſion, " . 
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' The 24 Three Drſerters came out of the Town, and 
reported that the Garriſon was reduced to 2500. Fight- 
ing men; and the fame night we . advanced within 
Twelve Paces of the Counterſcarp, | 

The 3d. we planted ſeveral! Pieces of Cannon on a 
new Battery near the Countericarp. 

The 4th the Imperia/iſts advanced their Trenches ve- 
ry near to the Ditch of the Hornwork 3 and the Bran- 
denburgers and Hol/anders carried on theirs .to the Glacis 
of the Counterſcarp, with the loſs of about Twenty 
Men. | nl 

The 5th the Imperialiſts began to Sappe3 and their 
Battery of Ten Pieces of Cannon made a conſiderable 
Breach in the Hornwork. At the Brazdenburgh, Dutch, 
and Muniter Attacks they enlarged their Lines and Lodg- 
ments 3 and their Batteries, on which are Planted Sixty 
fix whole and half Cannon continued to Play with good 
Succeſsz we had about Thirty Men killed and wounded. - 

The 6th we contunygs Play fiercely upon the Walls 
of the City. The folloWIng night the Brandenburghers 
and Hollanders joined their Trenches with a Line of 
Communication on the Glacis 'of the Counterſcarp, and 
our Miners were bulied in ſearching for the Enemies 
Mines. One of our Bombs fired a great*number of the 
Enemies Hand-Granado'. | : 

The 7th the Brandenburgers, Dutch and Munſteriaiis 
Lodged themſelves upon the Glacis of the Counterſcarp 
with the loſs of Thirty Soldiers and Three Inferior Of- 
ficers; of which number is Lieutenant Rochas. 

The 8th the Imperialiſts did advance to the Ditch of 
the Hornwork, and our Cannon made a great Breach 
near the Gates of Szocker : That day we were preparing 
for a Storm, 
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loſs, (the Enemy Springing their Mines on thar fide like- 
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The 97h the Ocders being given for Storming the 
Outworks, after the appoinced Signal, the Aſſault was 
began about Four in the Afternuvon by 8900. Men of the 
Troops of Brand:nburgh, Hilani, and Muziter, who 
puſhed on their Attacks with that Vigour a141 Undaun- 
tedneſs, that not regarding the Enemies M:nzs, (which 
as it happened they ſprang with little Succeſs) and ha- 
ving cut in pieces all that oppoſes them} they were ia 
leſs than two hours Maſtcrs of the Counterſcarp and two 
Ravelins. The Iperialiſts at the ſame time made an A(- 
fault upon the Hornwork, which they took with little 
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wiſe without any Effe&t) and afterwards advanced to the 
Counterſcarp, where they lodged themſelves.
